NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 7th September, 198) 

G.S.R. 508(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 67 of the Monopolies and Restrictive Trade Practices 
Act, 1969 (54 of 1969), the Central Government hereby 
makes the following rules further 1 to amend the Monopolies 
and Restrictive Trade Practices Commission (Conditions of 
Service of Chairman and Membeid Rules, 1970, namely ;— 

1.(1) These rules may be called the Monopolies and 
Restrictive Trade Practices Commission (Conditions of 
Service of Chairman and Members) Amendment Rules, 
1981. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 


2. In the Monopolies and Restrictive Trade Practices 
Commission (Conditions of Service of Chairman and Mem¬ 
bers) Rules, 1970 (hereinafter referred to as the said rules), 
for rule 6, the following rule shall be substituted, namely :—. 

“6. Leave.—(1) A serving Judge of the Supreme Court 
or of n High Court, appointed as Chairman or Member 
shall continue to be governed in mutters relating to his 
rights in respect of leave by ilie provisions of the Supreme 
Court Judges (Conditions of Service) Act, 1953 (41 'f I95g). 
or, as the case may be, the High Court Judges (Conditions 
of Service) Act, 1954 (28 of 19 54), and the rules made 
thereunder : 

Provided that where a serving Judge of the Supreme Court 
or of a High Court, appointed as Chairman or Member 
continues to be Chairman or Member after his retirement 
from service as a Judge of the Supreme Court or of a High 
Court, he shall be governed in matters relating to his rights 
in respect of leave by the Central Civil Services (Leave) 
Rules, 1972, from the date of his retirement as a Judge of 
the Supreme Court or, ns the case may be, of a High Court, 
for the remaining period of his term of office. 

(2) A person not being a serving Judge of the Supreme 
Court or of a High Court, appointed as Chairman or Mem¬ 
ber shall be governed in matters relating to his rights in 
respect of leav e by the Central Civil Services (Leave) Rules, 
1972 : 

Provided lhat where an officer of Government to whom 
the Central Civil Services (Lenvc) Rules, 1972, are not appli¬ 
cable, is appointed as Chairman or Member, he shall be 
governed in matters relating to his rights in respect of leave 
by the rules applicable to him before such appointment.” 

3. Rule 6A of the said rules shall he omitted.
